| TO SAVE HIS HOME. 


| MONEY IS NEEDED TO PRESERVE J. G. 
WHITTIER’S BIRTHPLACE. 


The Haverhill Whittier Club Has Issued 
an Appeal For Funds For This Purpose. 
| The House Was Erected Two Hundred 
| Years Ago. 


As the day draws near for the annual 
| meeting of the Whittier club at Haver- 
hill, Mass., the country is informed 
that money is needed for the care and 
preservation of the poet’s birthplace. 
| Dec. 17, Whittier’s birthday, is the reg- 
ular date for the club’s meeting, and 
exercises are usually held appropriate 
to the occasion. Anticipating the forth- 


}coming event, the Haverhill Whittier 


club has issued an appeal for funds for 
the purpose stated. It is believed many 
admirers of Mr. Whittier throughout 
the country will respond to this appeal. 
At the last change of ownership the 
historic birthplace passed into the hands 
of J. H. Carleton, who intrusted it to 
the care of the club, but there is no 
money with which to maintain it and 
keep it in proper condition for tourists 
and visitors. It is a shrine visited by 
many hundreds of people every year. 
This historic old dwelling in which 
the famous bard of the Merrimac valley 
was born Dec. 17, 1808, was erected by 
his great-great-grandfather, Thomas 
Whittier, the first of his name in Amer- 
ica, about 200 years ago. It is in the 
east parish of Haverhill, a lonely farm- 
house in one of the most rugged and 
hilly sections of Essex county. Haver- 
hill, now a city of about 30,000 inhab- 
itants, is three miles away. Two cen- 
turies ago, as now, Essex county was 
more thickly populated than any other 
on this side the Atlantic that included 
no big city, yet the Whittier homestead, 
in the northeast corner, is in so isolated 
a spot that from the date of its erection

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OVERTRAINING PLAYERS. 
Lathrop of Harvard Thinks More of the 
Condition Than Practice. 

Trainer Lathrop of Harvard always 
has had ideas of his own on the way an 
eleven should be trained. The follow- 
ing extracts from. his latest arti¢les on 
“Football Trainin’? sums up what bis 
ideas are in the main: ‘‘I am convinced 
too much attention is given to teaching 
the game by playing it and too little 
attention to keeping the players well 
and free from injuries. I have often 
been told if we play longer there will 
be less danger of injuries. For years I 
have advocated less play in practice and 
claim that would lessen injuries. 

‘‘Now, if we had 11 men and substi- 
tutes, all the same age and in the same 
condition to start with, with the same 
natural powers of endurance, it would 
simplify football training, but it hap- 
pens that some of the best men i col- 
lege for certain positions take little or 
no exercise except during the football 
season of about two months, the other 
ten being spent in idleness and laying 
on of fat, while others have rowed, 
played baseball or taken some system- 
atic exercise during the spring and 
summer. So it is evident this latter 
class will be more fit to begin hard 
work than the idlers. 

“I do not believe in spring and sum- 
mer practice, so far as actual lining up 
and playing hard football, but I am 
quite sure that no eleven will be in its 
best condition to play football in No- 
vember that is made up of men who 
have not been taking some general ex- 
ercise during the summer with a view 
to condition for the football season, and 
to make sure that candidates shall have 
taken some of this judicious prelimi- 
nary training for from two or three 
weeks before the season opens the play- 
ers should return to college for this 
preparation, and this need not be and 
should not be actual play, but composed 
of running, handball, falling on the 
ball and such work as would help con- 
dition them without physical injury. 

“If at the first of the we 
should pick out, say, 15 or 20 of our 
best players, play them little except in 
regular games and days they did not play 
a game work them for condition, I be- 
lieve we would come nearer to having 
a well eleven for the important games.

PRIVATE LAUFER. 


I remember well the day we all met 
at the adjutant’s office to receive our 
portion of a big batch of recruits who 
arrived on the previous day. Recruits 
are sent out without assignment except 
to the regiment in general, ‘'250 re- 


cruits to the Tenth cavalry,” for in- 
stance. 
Then the colonel, a stiff old West 


Pointer, from the general list assigned 
to each troop the number required to 
fill up the gaps the last campaign had 
left. We were all standing around the 
porch as Church, our adjutant, called 
off the names of the men for each troop, 
A, B, C, D 

As each man’s name was called he 
stepped one pace to the front and a side 
step to the right, that they would 
form a separate squad when the list was 
completed. When my troop, J, was 
reached, | naturally had a general in- 
terest in what manner of men might 
fall to my lot, but 1 confess I was not 
so absorbed as I would have been if | 
was recelving 20 horses instead of re- 
cruits 

However, I was short of good timber 
just then and was struck by the appear- 
ance of the man who stepped out as 
Church called **George Laufer.”’ His 
crisp, distinct ‘‘Here’’ in reply to his 
name made me think that it was his 
own and a name he was proud of. The 
vast majority of enlisted men’s names 
in the army, like those in the peniten- 
tiary, are fictitious and run from Chris- 
tian Scripture to George Washington, 
with only one rule seeming to govern 
their selection—the better the name the 
worse the man. Christian Scripture was 
the worst soldier, drunk or sober, 1 ever 
knew

San Domingo the small-pox is making 
terrible ravages among the recon- 
centrados.. Since.aprii last more than 
4000 have died in the city alone, to say 
nothing of the suburban towns which are 
likewise infested. The local authorities 
take no steps whatever to check the mor- 
tality. The streets of the city are 
thronged with famine-stricken, wretch- 
ed beings who succumb to disease under 
perhaps some lonely portico and some- 
times fall dead in the gutter. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press at San Domingo says that the 
worst African savages are more humane 
than the local authorities. More than 
290 small-pox eases are known to exist, 
but no one is ever vaccinated. Medical 
aid is very scarce and the burial of the 
wretched beings is most brutally ef- 
fected. Often as many as 15 corpses are 
piled in a car and then dumped together 
in a hole, to be covered only with such 
little earth that the first shower exposes 
the limbs of the dead, which are after- 
wards devoured by vultures, hogs and 
dogs. A. few days.ago.a cart en route 
for the cemetery. broke down. The 
driver unhitched his horses and drove 
them away, and the dead were left 
abandoned until the following day. 

The Marquis of Apezteguia, leader of 
the Spanish Conservative party, has had 
a long interview with Captain General 
Blanco. He says that the Conservative 
party ought to stand by the government 
in furthering the work of pacification, 
but he has not made any declaration in 
Yavor of autonomy. His position is that 
of the central Conservative committee, 
which recognizes the necessity of pacify- 
ing the island, but does not believe that 
autonomy is the best way of bringing 
that result about. 

Eva Canet, a well-known newspaper 
woman and champion of General Wey- 
ler, had an interview with Captain Gen- 
eral Blanco and asked him to release the 
authors of the printed circular sent out 
from the printing office of The Com- 
mercial, containing a violent attack upon 
General Blanco as well as a eulogy of 
General Weyler. The authors of tho 
circular were arrested on Monday when 
the police raided the printing office. 
Genera! Blanco promised to issue an or- 
der for their release. 

General Herandez captured and de- 
stroyed an insurgent camp at Aranjuez, 
and also destroyed 500 huts and several 
other camps in the immediate vicinity of 
Aranjuez. As a result of these move- 
ments the insurgents retreated ira thor- 
oughly demoralized condition atTer suf- 
fering the loss of many men in killed and 
wounded. The Spanish column lost a 
major and 12 soidiers killed and had one 
captain and 29 soldiers wounded. Ac- 
cording to the latest advices from the 
scene of the engagements, the Spanish 
cavairy was continuing the pursuit of the 
enemy. 

Six hundred sick, wounde 
invalided soldiers have 
for Spain. 

The insurgents, according to official 
reports, have lost 54 men killed in skirm- 
ishes with the Spanish troops during the 
last 10 days. In addition, the govern- 
ment forces captured 28 prisoners and a 
rumber of firearms. During. the same 
period they lost 24 men killed and had 
two officers and 85 soldiers wounded.

The announcement was made recently 
that Peter A. B. Widener, the million- 
tire president of the Traction company, 
intends to present to Philadelphia his 
palatial residence at the northwest cor- 
ner of Broad street and Girard avenue 
for use in establishing a branch of the 
free library. 

Mr. Widener will! add, it is believed, 
a gift of books necessary to make the 
library a well stocked storehouse of in- 
formation. 

For some time Mr. Widener has 
been contemplating this generous ac- 
tion. Ata recent dinner given at the 
Art club for the furtherance of a pro- 
posed commercial exhibition, to be held 
here, he guaranteed the enterprise 
against loss. At the same time he took 
occasion to advocate the establishment 
of an art museum in Fairmount park. 

For the past ten years Mr. Widener 
has been one of the most extensive buy- 
ers of paintings in America. His outlay 
in this direction is estimated at $750,- 
000. At the George L. Seney art sale in 
New York he purchase d $37,750 worth 
of pictures for his house. 

His collection contains masterpieces 
of Sir Joshua Reynolds and many other 
eminent English and European artists, 
and he has promised it to the city pro- 
viding an appropriation is made for a 
building to accommodate it. This has 
been provided for in the recent loan 
bill, which was passed by popular vote.

S TRIUMPH. 


AlJone in his little bare room, Hart- 
zell was playing softly, telling the story 
over to himself for the hundredth time. 
It seemed almost too good to be true, 
and he could scarcely realize that his 
opportunity had come at last, and that 
that which he had longed for all his 
life bad happened in his old age. 

It was really only a trifling incident, 
the indisposition of the great soloist 
and the substitution of Hartzell, but to 
the broken down little man it seemed 
the entering wedge of future fame, and 
the melody he was playing that after- 
noon thrilled with triumphant promise.

The main part of this bag is one-half 
yard of two inch ribbon, and its con- 
struction is quite simple. Fold the rib- 
bon in half, and in the fold place a 
spool of patent shot thread. Above it 
on the silk lightly mark a line in order 
that when a row of machine stitching 
is run across the spool will be held in 
place, but not so tightly that the thread 
cannot be unwound. Above the thread 
pocket make a similar pocket for the 
paper of needles, then one for the scis- 
sors, and above this join the sides of the 
ribbon to form a smal! bag. Turn down 
the rough edges of the ribbon and mal 
a narrow casing in which a small cord 
isto be run. This not only draws up 
the little ribbon bag, but serves to hang 
up the entire article To the back of the 
bag attach six buttonholed leaves of 
white flannel for the needlebook. The 
motto can first be outlined on the rib- 
bon with a soft pencil and then embroid- 
ered in with silk. Bright red and olive 
green make a dainty, pretty bag 


A Homemade Tape Measure. 

An exceedingly pretty as well as use- 
ful adjunct to one’s workbasket is a 
tape measure made from grosgrain rib- 
bon to take the place of the usual ugly 
measure, which does not seem suited to 
the pretty baskets which are now so 
generally used. The measure can be 
made as long-as one chooses, but for the 
one most generally ased a yard and one- 
eighth of grosgrain ribbon three-quar- 
ters of an inch wide are needed. The 
ribbon, if a pale violet, should be mark- 
ed off into quarter inches with violet 
ink, and the ends are fastened over lit- 
tle white sticks, which can be procured 
at any store where art notions are sold. 
The measure is made much prettier 
when tiny violets, outlined in ink, are 
Scattered here and there on the ribbon.

DEFIED HIS FAMILY, 


CASSIUS M. CLAY MADE PUBLIC A 
STARTLING STORY. 


Crue! Vendetta Waged Against Him 
Life Often In 


His 
Danger 
Been Poisoned Three Times by His Ene- 


mies—Persecution of His Young Wife. 


General Cassius Marcellus Clay re- 
cently gave out the following sensation- 
al interview covering the troubles aris- 
ing from his marriage with the 14- 
year-old girl Dora Richardson and her 
deserting him: 

‘*My first marriage was unfortunate. 


} I married in what was called fashion- 


able society. I was forced into divorce 
for causes which I have never disclosed. 
I sued for a divorce and my wife op- 
posed it. Fnding myself advancing in 
years, I was unwilling to die in the 
hands of hirelings, so I determined to 
marry again after a long period of bach- 
elorhood. I determined to try the other 
extreme of society and married a peas- 
ant. Four times I attempted to make a 
match, four times my children inter- 
fered and prevented. Finally by acci- 
dent Dora Richardson was thrown into 
my house. She was a very interesting 
girl, but too young for marriage. I de- 
termined to wait, but the intervention 
of my children forced me into a mar- 
riage. If I had sent her away, young 
as she was, she would have been lost 
body and soul as others have been lost 
under similar circumstances. Her age 
was represented to be 14. The marriage 
was legal by the law of all civilized na- 
tions, no matter what her age. 

‘‘Then came the most cruel vendetta 
ever waged against any man in history. 
I have had used against me fists and 
steel, poison amd dynamite and every 
other wicked device that human ingenu- 
ity can invent. Ponds which existed a 
lifetime have been blown up with dy-

namite and turned dry; horses, sheet 


and dogs have been killed, racks of 
provender burned up, wells poisoned 
and the water from two cisterns near 
the house turned into the cellar so that 
the damp air crept up through the 
floors, through the carpets, through the 
desks, so that my pistols therein were 
rusted. 

‘‘They plundered all the house, took 
up the floors and sold them or used the 
plank, stripped my meathouses, used my 
lard and broke the jars, left me without 
tools and farming implements to work 
with, stole and disabled all the guns 
and pistols that I bought for my self 


| defense, except a few trusty weapons 


that I concealed from everybody. 

‘*Then they felt ready for an assault 
and combined to assassinate me at 2 
o’clock in the night, but I wasin my 
fort, my house was built to guard 
against the Kuklux, and four good men 
can defend it against 400 outsiders. 
That night I had the son of a traitor in 
my room and gave him to understand 
that if I was attacked I would blow the 
brains of his son out the first thing, and 
I would have done it. This held them 
back until morning, when my friends 
were here ready to defend me. But be- 
fore morning they had left the place 
and have never been back. I have been 
three times poisoned. I sleep with my 
pistol near me, but the last time I was 
poisoned I could not raise my hand to 
take hold of it. 

‘*But I was saved by a girl that I 
had raised in the house from her in- 
fancy, whom the poisoner had ruined. 
She relented, brought me the remedies, 
and I lived.’’ Here General Clay point- 
ed to a cross made from a checked apron 
and which was pinned to the wall. 

‘‘She herself made that cross and 
placed it there before they drove her in- 
to disgrace. Before this vendetta I had 
$2,000 in bank and $12,000 worth o1 
Southdown sheep. My loss in sheep and 
other things would all amount to $15,- 
000 or $16,000. I had really then a 
child wife, as the newspapers say. 

“The very ones who misrepresented 
Dora's age to me were the first to make 
war upon her. Of course the object was 
to prevent a division of my hereditary 
estate. 

These at- 
tempts at a separation gradually lost 
their forces until the present effort was 
made. The last time she remained at 
Whitehall continuously for nearly a 
year, never leaving the premises. 

‘‘T have examined into all these cal- 
umnies with a watchfulness and a pene- 
tration which would be natural to a 
husband, and I declare before the al- 
mighty God that I have seen nothing to 
warrant them. Whether she returns or 
not to remain permanently my wife 
fate will decide. I have tried by all hu- 
man possibilities to do my duty as a 
husband and acitizen. I have exhaust- 
ed my money, my time and my health. 
My eyes are threatened. I can do no 
more. If all is lost, I have no remorse. 
My conscience is clear. ’’—Chicago Trib- 
une.

Miss Coppage is 27 years old and good 
looking. She has not been weighed re- 
cently, but thinks that if she were to 
step on a scale now about 175 pounds 
would be indicated. Professionally the

Coppage has attempted. Twice before, 
however, she has fasted for long peri- 
ods. One of these tests occurred in Pitts-

DARING BICYCLE RIDE. 


Across the Hoosac River on a Wire Foot 
Bridge One Hundred Feet Long. 

George Round of 
Mass., recently performed the daring 
aud dangerous feat of riding a bicycle 
across the Hoosac river, near the Yer- 
mont state line, on a foot bridge 100 
feet long and about 20 feet above the | 
water.

“Oh, I'll get over all right,’’ confi- 
dently replied Round, as he lifted his 
wheel to the bridge, which began to os 
cillate dangerously.

1884 he was captured by the British 
man-of-war Dart and sent to prison for 
ten years. Since then he bad not been 
heard from, but now he is in virtual 
command of a company of Californians,

| Drank Wood Alcoho! as an Intoxicant and ot gor a Pretty and Novel Christmas 


Were Poisoned. 


Exeter, N. Ha Dec. 7.—Three residents 
of this town died Monday as the result | 
of drinking a poisonous liquid believed | 
to be wood alcohol. The names of the} 
victims are Horace Quimby, Mrs. 
Quimby and Mrs. Annie Fitzsimmons. 
While it is known that all three drank 
wood alcohol Sunday night, it is pos- 
sible that another poison was mixed with 
the spirits, as a bottle of oil of cedar and 
an ointment containing carbolic acid 
were found in the house where the three 
ltved. The police are of the opinicn that | 
all three met their death by accident. 

Monday forenoon a neighbor called 
at Horace Quimby’s house and, on find- | 
ing no one moving inside, a search of 
the place was begun. Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mons, a former Dover woman, wno| 
boarded at the house, was found dead 
on a mattress which had been spread 
on the floorina bedroom. In the same 
room lying on a bed were Quimby and 
his *wife unconsclous. It was at first 


|} thought that all were sleeping off a de-| 


bauch, but a closer examination of the 
Fitzsimmons woman revealed the fact | 
that she was dead. She had frequently 
complaified of being ill, and it was sup- 
posed she died from natural causes. 

About noon the police, who had been 
notified of the condition of affairs at the 
house, found that Quimby and his wife 
were seriously ill. A botthl of wood 
alcchol labelled “Columbia spirits,” al- 
most empty, was found in the house. 
The pair were removed to the hospital, 
but efforts to revive them were fruit- 
less. 

Mrs. Quimby died in the afternoon, and 
her husband breathed his last last eve- 
ning. Another examination was made | 
of the house. This time a bottle con-| 
taining oil of cedar and almost full was 
picked up and near it was a box of car- | 
bolic ointment. Myron Quimby of Ep- 
ping, a brother of the dead man, who 
Was at the house yesterday afternoon, 
was taken into custody by the authori- 
ties, and will be held as a witness. | 

The Quimbys and Mrs. Fitzsimmons 
were heavy drinkers, and late Sunday 
night the latter purchased a bottle of 
liquor, which was undoubtedly wood 
alcohol, an extremely poisonous liquid. 
It is probable that all three partook lib- 
erally of the alcohol. Horace Quimby 
was 45 years old, and his wife 39. They | 
left two dauchters, one 18 and the othe r| 
16 years old. Both are employed as| 
domestics and were not at home. The} 
family came here from South Berwick | 
last June. Quimby’s younger daughter 
said last night that she believed that 
Mrs. Fitzsimmons was weak mentally, | 
and not always for her| 
actions.

Secretary Whitehead of 
the weavers said that that union would 
hold a meeting without delay. 

The feeling is prevalent that before the 
matter is settled there wil) be a strike 
but how large a proportion of the opera- 
tives will take part in it it is impossible 
to gay. Every effort, however, wil be 
made to avert such action.

$5000 to $10,000, he yielded to Mr. Wal- 
ton’s wish that the terms be made more 
favorable to the new-comer, who, he ex- 
plained, being a comparative stranger, 
could not hope to find backing on short 
notice to the amount that Shafer de- 
sired. Mr. Walton was willing to ar- 
range a match to be ridden in England, 
where Chase could easily get backing, 
but both parties objected to delaying the 
race, 

In case of a series of races it is Mr.

Could See No Hope of Escape 
From Death Penalty.

Bridgeport, Conn., Dec. 10.—When wlll 
the startling revelations end?” Is the 
question that the followers of the trial 
of Charles Boinay, charged with the 
murder of George Marcus Nichols of 
Daniels Farms, are asking themselves. 
already the many features connected 
with the case have made the trial not- 
able in criminal annals beyond the con- 
fines of the state. Wednesday, the sec- 
ond day of the trial, the prosecution 
sprang a great sensation by putting on 
the witness stand David Weeks, an ac- 
complice of the man on trial for his life, 
who not only gave without contradic- 
tions, despite the most rigid _cross-ex- 
amination, all the details connected with 
the crime, but also added to his confes- 
sion many robberies in this and other 
states in which he and Boinay co-oper- 
ated. 

A thunderbolt from a clear sky could 
occasion no greater amazement than 
was evidenced when Mrs. Boinay, the 
wife of the accused man and sister of the 
accomplice who betrayed him, swore her 
husband's life away. The law does not 
compel a wife to testify in court against 
her husband, but she was a willing wit- 
ness and, to save her brother, gave evi- 
dence that will send to the gallows the 
man that only a few months ago led 
her to the altar 

Her story was the confessions her hus- 
band had made to her after his return 
from his adventure of robbery and mur- 
der, together with subsequent conver- 
sations which occurred at different times 
up to the night he was captured by the 
Bridgeport officers. She unhesitatingly 
told of her treachery to her confiding 
husband when she arranged to turn him 
over to the officers of the law, but she 
did not seem to be telling the story for 
motives of revenge, but, as she herself 
expressed it when questioned by counsel 
fort the defense why she did not try to 
save her husband: “I thought that if 
my brother threw himself on the mercy 
of the court there might be some chance 
for him. I could see no chance for Mr. 
Boinay, because I realized the terrible 
nature of the crime.” 

From first to last she made a wonder- 
fully effective witness for the state, and 
her evidence goes far to shatter the last 
thin straw that was left for the defense. 
Boinay’s demeanor did not change in the 
least throughout her testimony, and 
whatever might be his feelings towards 
the woman, the love for whom resulted 
in his arrest, he carefully concealed them 
and appeared the same composed man. 

The entire afternoon session was given 
up to the cross-examination of Mrs. 
Boinay by Attorney Lynch for the de- 
fense, and, though a strong effort was 
made to show that she was a party, in 
the sense of overlooking her husband's 
wrongdoings, and that her testimony 
was not altogether disinterested inas- 
much as it was intimated by the defense 
that a financial consideration might have 
influenced her to appear on the witness 
stand, she withstood the rigid fire and 
made a most favorable impression. She 
was the closing witness of the day. It 
is not believed that the state will sum- 
mon many other witnesses, and at the 
earliest opportunity It is said that Boinay 
will go on the stand and tell his story. 


Story About Mra Luetgert.

Mrs Luet- 
gert was seen in this city during the 
month of July, and acknowleged her 
identity, beside giving more or less ex- 
planation relattve to the reasons which 
caused her to leave her husband, who 
4s again about to be tried for his life.”

A story is in circulation at the court 
of The Hague concerning the young 
queen of Holland which is destined to 
illustrate that she fully shares the pro- 
nounced aversion of her subjects for 
Germany and prefers in every particu- 
lar the French. It seems that on the 
last occasion when she met Emperor 
William she insisted on responding in 
French to the remarks which he ad- 
dressed to her in German, and on bis 
asking her why she did not speak Ger- 
man she tartly replied that it was mere- 
ly because she preferred French. 


Germany’s young crown prince has 
recently furnished another illustration 
of his dreadful precocity, and bids fair 
in time to develop into asall embracing 
a genius as his imperial father. Al- 
though but 15 years of age, he has 
taken to writing poems, which are be- 
ing lauded in the German press 
something quite extraordinary in their 
delicacy of sentiment and knowledge 
of meter. Fortunately the person to 
whom all his verses have until now 
been addressed is his mother, whose 
hair has been whitened by anxiety in 
connection with her husband to such a 
degree that in spite of her being consid- 
erably under 40 years of ageit is as 
Silvery as that of her mother-in-law, 
the Empress Frederick, and of 
grandmother, Queen Victoria.

It is only now that the true circum- 
stances which led to the murder of the 
late shah of Persia have become known 
through the revelation of an Austrian 
diplomat who represented his country 
in Teheran at the time of the murder, 
but who is now on the retired list. It 
seems that the murder had nothing to 
do either with religious fanaticism or 
with revenge for the persecution to 
which the Babbist sect had been sub- 
jected in Persia, but that it was a mere 
case of private and personal vengeance.

After his release he fied to Constantino- 
ple, where he made the acquaintance of 
the Afghan sheik Diemal-ed Din, who 
recently died in the sultan’s palace. He 
obtained from him letters of introduc- 
tion to personages in Persia hostile to 
the shah, returned in disguise and kill- 
ed the king of kins, crying as he fired,

fruit,’’ thus making the father respon- 
sible for the wrong deeds of his son. 


With regard to the crusade that has 
been in progress in England for some 
time past in favor of the opening of mu- 
seums and similar public institutions to

of Westminster and of Wellington. 
These two peers have not confined their 
adhesion to the propaganda to any mere 
expression of sympathy, but have pub- 
licly announced that henceforth and un- 
til further notice their London mansions, 
or rather palaces—that is to say, the 
picture galleries, ballrooms, banqueting 
halls, in one word all the state apart- 
ments—will be thrown open to the pub- 
lic from 1 to 5 o’clock every Sunday 
afternoon.—New York 'Lribune. '

It is a coin- 
cidence that Mrs. McKinley died at 
almost the identical hour of the day as 
did her husband, on Thanksgiving, five 
years ago. 

President McKinley remained up until 
about 3:30 o'clock, a little more than an 
hour after the death, and then retired 
During the afternoon he and his brother 
spent the greater part of an hour walk- 
ing about the more secluded streets 
near home, securing much-needed ex- 
ercise andair. The president was great- 
ly refreshed by the exercise from the try- 
ing ordeal, during which he has kept 
almost constant vigil at the bedside of 
his mother. 

In the afternoon the president and 
his brother drove to West Lawn cem- 
etery to arrange for the interment in 
the ‘family lot where Hes the body of 
the husband and father, and which ad- 
joins the lot that for 20 years has con- 
tained the bodies: of the two children of 
the president. The president laid clus- 
ters of flowers on the graves of his father 
while the site of the mother’s resting 
place was being selected. 

Mrs. McKinley was distinctively a 
home-loving woman, and the two-story 
cottage on West Tuscarawas 
street in this city, where she died and 
where she had lived for many yea"s, 
was dearer to her than any spot on earth.

The snowdrop, or ‘fair’ flower, of Feb- 
ruary blooms in memory of the time when 
the Virgin presented Jesus in the temple. 

The pretty little wayside flower known 
as ‘‘Lady’s Bedstrand”’ was so called be- 
cause Mary made the manger bed of it. 

The sycamore attains its great vitality 
and verdure because, the Mohammedans | 
say, it is the tree of Joseph and Mary and | 
sheltered them in their flight into Egpyt. 

The Star of Bethlehem was so called be- 
cause of its resemblance to the star which 
guided the Magi 

The rose of Jericho is alsocalled Mary’s 
rose. It sprung up wherever the Blessed 
Virgin’s feet touched the earth on her way 
to Egypt 

The juniper, which is sacred among the 
Celtic peoples, received its wonderful pow- 
ers because when Herod's soldiers pursued 
the holy family the juniper opened her 
branches and covered them from sight. 

Another legend tells that the cross was 
made from juniper wood 

The pine, hazel, fig, date, palm and rose- 
mary are all attributed with virtue as the 
shelters of the holy family. 

When they passed through the forest, all 
the trees bowed in reverence; only the as- 
pen remained erect and arrogant. So the 
Holy Child pronounced a curse, and ‘‘at 
the sound of his voice the aspen began to 
tremble through all her leaves and has not 
ceased to tremble to this day.” 

There came not a breath of wind through the 
trees.

The eagle miracu 
lously fell asleep and the Virgin plucked 
three oranges—one for Jesus, ohe for Jo- 
seph and one for herself. 

A Roumanian story is something the 
same, but of apples. The Christ Child is 
restless and will not sleep. The Virgin 
gives himn her apple; then he throws his 
own upward and it becomes the moon, the 
sun. Then the 
Virgin knew that he was Lord of heaven 
and earth.—Philadelphia Ledger.

The Useful Holly. 

If we believe Pliny, the Roman his- 
torian and naturalist, the holly is a po- 
tent tree, exclusive of its Christmas 
privileges. As far back as his time it 
was planted near dwelling houses t 
preserve them from lightning. The 
learned philosopher not only tells us 
this, but says that its flowers cause wa- 
ter to freeze, and that if a staff of its 
wood be thrown at any animal, even if 
it fall short of touching it, the anima) 
will be so subdued by its influence as 
and lie down by it. As the 
American holly blooms in June it will 
be easy to try the effect on water. 

Holly has also found a place in medi- 
cine, but it involves such heroic treat- 
ment that I fear the faculty will scarce- 
ly approve it. In many districts of Eng- 
land the country people advise you to 
thrash your chilblains with holly leaves 
and assure you that it is a perfect cure. 
It may be. There it has also been rec- 
ommended in a decoction of the leaves 
for rheumatism and for intermittent 
fever. Lonicerus recommends it fora 
pain in the commonly called ‘‘a 
stitch.’”’

NEW 5 SOCIAL RU LES. 


INVITATIONS TO OFFICIAL RECEP- 
TIONS AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The Number to Be Sent Out Wil! Be Lim- 
ited—Protest From Lawmakers—Con- 
gressmen Zealous In Claiming Their So- 
cial Rights. 


The programme of the official recep- 
tions to be held at the White House, 
beginning with New Year’s day, was 
announced recently by Mr. John Addi- 
son Porter, secretary to the president. 
It is the joint production of Mr. Porter 
and Colonel Bingham, who wil! act as 
master of ceremonies at the receptions 
this winter and announce the names of 
the guests to the president and the re- 
ceiving party. 

The two officials having charge of 
the matter have conceived the idea of 
limiting the number of invitations to 
be sent out. Heretofore the members of 
congress, the judiciary, the diplomatic 
corps, the army and the navy, govern- 
ment officials and the press have receiv- 
ed an omnibus invitation to all the re- 
ceptions given during the season. These 
receptions were given in honor of the 
various divisions of official society, but 
society as a whole was invited to attend 
them all. 

The new order at the White House 
changes all this. For instance, there 
will be one reception to which all of 
congress is invited, but to the remain- 
ing receptions only a portion of congress 
is asked. The rule to be observed, it is 
understood, is to divide congress alpha- 
betically into as many parts as there 
are receptions. The army and navy are 
subjected to the same rule. The mem- 
bers of these services have always been 
considered indispensable to the success 
of the official functions at the White 
House. They attend in full dress uni- 
form and their gorgeous trappings have

The efforts of Mr. Porter and Colonel 
Bingham to restrict the crowds that 
have hitherto made these White House 
receptions a farce and an agony receive 
the approval of every one who has had 
the misfortune to participate in one of 
the rib crushing, clothes destroying 
jams. The question, however, is, have 
they taken the proper means of prevent- 
ing acrush? The reducing of the pum- 
ber of invitations, it is feared, will not 
result in a smaller crowd unless some 
provision is made for keeping persons 
out who have not been invited. 

In the opinion of all experienced offi- 
cials the only way to limit the crowd is 
to require those invited to present cards 
of admission at the door. This plan, it 
is understood, was decided on by Mr. 
Porter and Colonel Bingham, but it was 
promptly vetoed by the president. The 
latter declared that ho did not propose 
inaugurating his first series of official 
receptions by making himself exclusive 
and requiring cards of admission to be 
presented. 

This veto may destroy the efficacy of 
the whole plan desired by the White 
House officials, as it is a notorious fact 
that hundreds and even thousands of 
persons attend these receptions who 
never even saw a@ card of invitation. 

President Hayes inaugurated the

state dinners which the president is ex- 
pected to give, but the evening func- 
tions for the reception of official society 
dates from the Hayes administration.

He not only received 
his guests personally, but provided them 
with an elegant supper. Terrapin, pate 
de fois gras and all sorts of delicacies 
were provited in abundance, but the 
drinkables were limited to lemonade, 
coffee and Potomac water, thus prevent- 


ing the repetition of the scenes that |

One of the reasons given for the re- 
duction of the crowds at the president’s 
receptions is the desire to spare Mrs. 
McKinley the fatigue of meeting se 
many people. Mrs. McKinley’s health 
has improved so wonderfully since she 
entered the White House that it is 
hoped she will be able to stand in line 
with her husband, something that a 
year ago seemed altogether impossible. 
If she undertakes this very nervous du- 
ty, it will be desirable to make the re- 
ception as brief as possible.—Philadel- 
phia Press.

The south- 
erner finds that, with the advantage he 
possesses, he can make these goods at a 
cost which will allow him to undersell 
our mills, and still leave him a margin 
ef profit which is sufficient to induce the 
investment of capital. 

What are their advantages? The 
southerner claims that there are sev- 
eral: First, that cotton is conveniently 
near, and that freight on it can be saved: 
second, that water power is abundant if 
you care to utilize it, and that coal is 
cheap if you prefer to run by steam; 
third, that labor is abundant and cheap, 
and not inclined to organize against the 
employers; fourth, that the enactment 
of restrictive labor laws is not likely to 
trouble manufacturers for many years. 
In our opinion the cheap labor, long 
hours, and freedom from legislative in- 
terferences are the chief advantages, 
and the others are of unimportant and of 
doubtful value. 

In regard to the amount of cloth pro- 
duced per spindle and per loom, we find 
the first class, well managed southern 
mill compares favorably with similar 
mills here. The total cost of labor in 
Several well run mills was found to be 
under four cents per pound. We do not 
know of any mill in Massachusetts mak- 
ing similar goods in which the cost is less 
than six cents. 

We have practically te consider only 
the problem that is presented by the 
fact that labor is cheaper in the south; 
that the hours of labor are longer, and 
that there is neither any of the restric- 
tive legislation urged among us by the 
labor unions, and very generally placed 
upon our statute books, nor any prospect 
even of an early agitation in behalf of 
such restrictions. In other words, we 
cannot expect any improvement to bene- 
fit us from a change of the conditions in 
the south for years tocome. Whatever 
remedy may be applied must be the work 
of northern manufacturers seeking to 
equalize wages by the application of re- 
duction in some form of the earnings of 
their own operatives. 

The committee desire to give expres- 
sion in the strongest terms to the im- 
portance of seeking 4 reversal of the 
policy which has handicapped New 
England, and which has placed a double 
burden upon Massachusetts, namely, 
the restriction of the hours of labor.

| SAVED BY DREAMS. 


| FISHERMAN FRAZIER’S THRILLING EX- 
PERIENCE ON THE OCEAN. 


Hidden by a Fog From His Ship While 
Fishing In a Dory —Two Shipmates 
Dreamed of His Fight and Went to 
His Rescue. 


The life of Arthur Frazier, one of the 
crew of the Eliza S. Foster, the fisher- 
man recently in from the Grand Banks, 
was saved by a dream. 
One day when he was ont in a dory 
there was a strong northwest wind and 
|a heavy fog shut down and hid his 
| ship from view. He was making for the 
| vessel with a load of fish when a 

heavy sea boarded his dory, carrying 
| away one of his oars and nearly making 
| his boat unseaworthy. This left him in 
| a helpless condition, and he was at the 
| mercy of the wind and waves. He yell- 
| ed at the top of his voice. The men on 
board heard his cries, but could not see 
him or understand what he said. They 
; could hear him as his voice grew weak- 
er and fainter till nothing could be 
heard but the mournful wind whistling 
through the rigging; then his voice died 
away. He did not return that night and 
| the wind blew almost a gale. 

In the morning the wind was strong 
| and the fog hung low. No sign of Fra- 
} zier could There was a large 
fleet of vessels from different parts of 
the world—France, Portugal, Ireland 
and America—and when Frazier failed 
|} to return members of his crew went 
| among the nearby ones and reported a 
man lost. Not one had heard from him. 
At about noon the sun came out and 
pushed the clouds of fog away, but the 
wind held to the same point. 

The Foster hoisted the flag to half 
mast to give notice to the fleet of a 
missing man.

make themselves heard against the 
wind. All night long did they beat their 
way against the wind, their only hope 
being to hold the same position till 
| daybreak. 
As the day dawned they were sur- 
prised to find that the fog had lifted, 
| that they had passed the ship and that 
they were about three miles to wind- 
ward, but the fleet was in sight. There 
was no difficulty in getting back to the 
ship, where they were taken aboard. 
Frazier was nearly exhausted for want 
of food and water.

Fall River. Mass., Dec. 17.—The con- 
ference committee of the textile workers 
consisting of three delegates each from 
the spinners, weavers, carders, ]oom- 
fixers, slashers. mill firemen, ring spin- 
ners and spoo: and warper tenders’ 
unions was in session for three hours 
yesterday afternoon, engaged in the dis- 
cussion of the proposed reduction in 
wages. The meeting was behind Closed 
doors, and at its conclusion the only an- 
nouncement to the waiting newspaper 
men was that the committee had voted 
to ask the manufacturers for a apnfer- 
ence next Monday. 

The textile workers will be represented 
at the conference by 14 delegates, se- 
lected from those in session yesterday 
afternoon. Some of the delegates were | 


asked after the meeting what the senti- 
ment of the committee was, and they 
replied that it was entirely in favor of a } 
strike. At the conference with the manu- 


facturers they will ask for concessions, | 
but they decline to state what e will | 
be.

Can’t Import Sealskins, 

Washington, Dec. 18.—The bill relating 
to pelagic sealing which has just passed 
both branches of congress and is before 
the presidei.t contains a provision of 
far-reaching importance which has thus 
far escaped attention. This places an 
absolute prohibition on the future bring- 
ing of sealskins into the United States 
from any source whatever. <As_ the 
United States is the largest market in 
the world for sealskins, this complete 
stoppage of the trade in this Country 
will be a severe measure against the 
British and Canadian industries which 
take and cure the skins and then dispose 


| of them larg-ly in the United States. 


When the bill was proposed it was 
generally supposed that its only purpose 
was to proh.oit American citizens frora 
carrying on pelagic sealing. This fe 
ture was the only one to attract atten- 
tion during the discussions. At the close 
of the bill, however, is a section whict. is 
not restricted to Americans, but applies 
to sealskins in general “taken in tne 
waters mentioned in this act,” which ia- 
cludesthew’ ole Pacificocéan. The pro- 
vision is as follows: 

Section 9—That the importation aid 
the United States by amy person what- 
soever of fur sealskins taken in the wa- 
ters mentioned in this act, whether raw, 
dressed, dyed or manufactured, is here- 
by prohibited, and all such articles im- 
ported after this act shall take effect 
shall not be permitted to be exported, but 
shall be seized and destroyed by the 
proper officers of the United Seates. 

Those who are thoroughly familiar 
with the bill say this provision is of far | 
more importance in its effect than the 
prohibition against sealing by} 
Americans.

Toric.—Our sins and how to get rid of 

thein.—Luke xiii, 23-20. 

The lesson presents Christ on His last 
journey to Jerusalem. **He went through 
j the cities and villages, teaching and 
|‘journeying toward Jerusalem,’’ savs the 
introductory verse. Christ taught not 
| only in the great centers of population, 
but in the quiet, obscure villages. 
Wherever there were human souls there 
was work for Him to do. He is asked 
whether many or few will be saved and 
answers by urging all to agonize to en- 
ter in. Many, he declared, because of 
professions of religion, would expect to 
enter in, but would be disappointed. 
| The reason why they would not be saved 
was that they were still in their sins. 
They had not got rid of their sins, and 
the gateway of heaven would be too 
narrow to admit them. It is very im- 
portant that we get rid of our sins. We 
may have witnessed the wonderful 
works of Christianity in the world, we 
may have taken some part in this work 
ourselves, yet unless we are cleansed 
from sin when we stand before the gate 
of heaven we will be refused admit- 
tance. Nothing that defileth or maketh 
ashamed shall enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

How may we get rid of our sins? 

1. To get rid of cur sins we must be 
convicted of our sinfuiness. We must 
| first feel that we really are sinners and 
that sin is an awful thing before we 
will cry out to God in sorrow for for- 
giveness. David had to realize his sin 
before he repented. The dying thief 
realized that he received the due reward 
| of his deeds before he turned to Christ 
{for help. So must all realize their sin- 
fulness before they will ever get rid of 
sin. This should not be a hard matter. 
‘* All have sinned and come short of the 
xlory of God.”’ 

2. To get rid of our sins we must re- 
| pent of our sin. Conviction should lead 

to repentance and conversion. Repent- 
ance means to turn from sin to God. If 
convicted of our sinfulness, there 
{should come into our hearts a hatred 
jand loathing of our sin. Weshould 
| turn from it in disgust. But we should 
not only turn from sin, but begin .at 
once to serve God. Weshould ‘‘cease to 
do evil and learn to do well.’’ It is not 
enough to give up evil; we must ear- 
nestly do good. 

3. To get rid of our sins we must

Tariff on w ‘atch Movements. 
New York, Dec. 21.—The enforcement 
|of a paragraph of the new tariff law, 
which imposes a specific duty on foreiga | 
| made watch movements, has caused | 
| much dissatisfaction among the impert- 
ers of such movements in this city, and 
| protests have been filed with the genera) 
| appraisers with a view of obtaining a 

| legal construction of the new law. 
Under the old tariff imported watches | 
were admitted at an advalorem duty. 
The present law requires that watch 
| movements shall pay a specific duty, 
| whether imported in cases or not, ac- 
cording to the number of jewels con- 
| tained. Besides these specific duties 
there is a general advalorem duty of 2& 
per cent, and parts of watches are as- 
sessed at 40 per cent advalorem. The

Secretary Jackson says that thea gree- 
ment under which they have been work- 
ing was entered into to prevent a strik: 
but now that it operates against the 
manufacturers it was not acceptable 
to them. His men are bitter in their 
talk of strike. 

The labor leaders are somewhat di- 
vided in their opinion as to the method 
of carrying out a strike, although united 
in the matter of striking. <A portion of 
them favor quitting work in but a part 
of the mills Jan. 3, the seven mills which 
they suggest being the Union, Sagamore, 
Border City, Shove, Durfee, Chase 
American. These mills employ 
11,000 operatives. Following this, the men 
favoring this plan of action propose a 
Strike at all of the mills on the first of 
March. This plan is the one which 
appears to be most favored among the 
operatives, as they feel that it is their 
strongest move.

“A Forced issuc.” 

New York, Dec —‘We are not called 
upon now to try and put through Con- 
gress a gold standard measure,” said 
Senator William E. Chandler to a re- 
porter of The Mail and Express. “It 
is no time for the Republican party to 
make an issue—a forced issue at that 
which must certainly result in defeat. 
The United States senate never would 
pass such a bill as is advocated by the 
secretary of the treasury. The propo- 
sition put forward by him would be de- 
feated in the senate by 20 votes, and the 
Republican party would suffer by it. 

“As I said, our party is not required to 
make an issue at the present time, There 
was a time when it was necessary for 
us to make an issue on the slavery 
question, and we did. At the last 
national election we made the issue 
on sound money, and we won; but now 
there is no need of doing so. I think 
that in a few months, when the treasury 
is full, will be time enough for us to take 
up the currency, for I believe that we 
will get a sufficient revenue from the 
Dingley bill.”

Chief of the State Pollce and the Trading 

Stamp System. 
Dec. 23.—A brick blaze in the 
air shaft of Hotel Royal, an apartment 
house on the corner of Exeter and Beacon 
streets, yesterday afternoon, caused a 
loss of between $8000 and $10,000, princi- 
pally by water.

TERRIFIC. EXPLOSION, 


Dozens of People Thrown From Their 
Feet In Chieago, 


Insignificant Blaze Developed 
Extraordinary Strength. 


A Fierce Fire Followed, and Very Heavy Loss 
Was Sustained. 


Chicago, Dec. 24—Shortly after four 
o'clock Thursday afternoon fire was dis- 
covered in the basement of the five-story 
building at 104 Madison Street, the first 
floor and basement of which were oc- 
cupied by the Tosetti Cafe and Restau- 
rant company, and the second floor by 
the billiard parlors of Frank Mussey. 
The blaze was insignificant at first, and 
a cowd of people gathered on the side- 
walk in front of the build!ng to watch 
the work of the firemen. About a dozen 
policemen were engaged in pushing back 
the throng when a terrific explosion took 
place. The building was badly wrecked; 
the windows, sidewalk lights and man- 
hole covers were hurled into the air, and 
fell among the crowd. Dozens of peo- 


ple were thrown from their feet and 
23 were injured. Only one of them was 
seriously hurt. 

The explosion caused a panic in the 
Street, and in the frantic rush for safety 
which followed, many people were 
thrown down and trampled upon. That 


many were not killed and many more in- 
jured was litte short of a miracle. The 
billiard parlors were filled with players 
when the explosion occurred, and the 
men who had paid little or no attention 


to the small blaze in the basement ap- 
preciated the situation at its proper 
value when the windows went sailing 


into the street and plaster began to come 


down on their heads. 

The fire spread through the building 
with great rapidity after the explosion, 
and within 10 minutes it was blazing 
freely.

It is among the poor and the lower mid- 
dle classes that Christmas joy reigns with 
most potency. ‘The trifle spent to secure a 
Christinas tree with its burden of cheap 
toys and sweets in the tenement house rep- 
resents vastly more than the correspord- 
ing splendid show among the affluent. 
The story of the little cripple, ‘Tiny 
Tim,” sets its canticle to more resound- 
ing strains of harp and cymbal than can 
ever attend the festival music of a palace. 
The true **Chrissom child’’ was found in 
the humble manger. 

The feeling that Christmas day is pecul- 
iarly consecrated to the poor as well as to 
the children has always been quite char- 
acéeristic of the usages of theday. The 
lowest classes in medieval times were 
made to share fully with their superiors in 
feasting and merrymaking. At the pres- 
ent period we see an ever increasing bene- 
faction in the way of helping the poor to 
enjoy Christmas more generously—the 
turkey or goose for the home table, toys 
and clothing for the youngsters, and public 
dinners, often supplemented by substan- 
tial presents for the homeless waifs. On 
this special occasion such philanthropy 
shows its most sweeping and liberal form, 
and the human heart is softened to the 
thought that in spite of earthly distinc- 
tions all men are equal before him whose 
natal day as inan is thus observed. The 
democratic influence of Christmas thus 
stands out a great social factor. 

When classes are driven by so many oth- 
er influences to become hostile, it isa preg- 
nant thought that more and more should 
be done to intensify the spirit and tenden- 
cies of the Christmas season as an object 
lesson in kindly sympathy between rich 
and poor. What wealth does for poverty 
is sometimes turned from blessing to bane 
by a haughty and patronizing air in the 
giver. The Christmas spirit is that of the 
fortunate man, who cordially helps his 
unlucky brother, the spirit of the good 
Samaritan. The habitual exercise of this 
feeling on one day when all tradition and 
religious sentiment turn toward it helps 
to extend it to other days, and that is the 
true function of Christ's natal festivity

WANT TOO MUCH. 


Pastor of Lynn’s Labor Church on the Ark- 
wright Club. 

Lynn, Mass., Dec. 27.—Rev. Herbert N. 
Casson of the labor church, in his Sun- 
day sermon, discussed the document on 
the wage question issued by the Ark- 
wright club. In his observations he 
said: “The Arkwright club, which ts 
composed of manufacturers, has de- 


clared that labor legislation should be | Knife Used With Deadly Ef- 


abolished and that the wages of New 
England operatives should be reduced to 
a level with the wages paid in the south- 
ern states. This is the Christmas mes- 
sage of peace and good-will which the 
workers of New England found in their 
stockings. 

“The wage of the worker is the measure 
of progress and the standard of civiliza- 
tion. Every reduction means less busi- 
ness, less demand for goods, and more 
bankruptcy among manufacturers them- 
selves. Every cutdown means a lower 
civilization and a lower grade of citi- 
zens. Cheap workers are always llliter- 
ate and atomatic drudges. Where 
have all our modern inventions come 
from? Not from among the cheap labor- 
ers of the south. You can’t raise inven- 
tors on $4 a week. In Massachusetts 6 
percent are illiterates; in North Carolina, 
36 percent. Over 23 percent of the native 
whites of North Carolina are illiterate. 
In this state ae 657 newspapers; in North 
Carolina there are only 200;.and there 
are nearly half a million more books in 
our public libraries. The Arkwright 
club must remember that intelligences 
and speed count for something. In this 
state the average operative produces a 
nually goods to the value of $1830, and in 
North Carolina the average product is 
$1115, or $715 less than the product here 

“Even under the present conditions, 


profits of the great monopolists have 
aroused thein into a frenzy of emula- 
tion. If wages are lowered in the north 
they will be forced down still lower in 
the south. The Arkwright club will next 
be sending a committee to China and 
using their report as an argument fora 
second reduction; or they will discover 
that monkeys can be trained to run 
machinery and live on 4 cents a day: and 
they will assert that the national honor 
depends upon the immigration of apes 
and chimpanzees. 

“The fact is that unless our manufac- 
turers think more of the general wel- 
fare and less of their own dividends, the 
nation will be compelled to sanction 
such labor legislation as will turn over 
to the government the control of the 
whole factory syster m.” 


Fire ini, a Hotel. 

New Haven, Dec. 27.—If the present 
clues which Detective Sergeant Denehy 
and practically the whole detective force 
of the city are working on prove correct, 
an incendiary, who, it is alleged, made 
a second attempt to burn the Tontine 
hotel early Christmas morning, will be 
in police custody before many days 
elapse. Although the suspected firebug 
registered on the hotel book as R. Locke, | 
Newark, N. J., he is thought to be one 
English of Hudson, Mass. Locke or Eng- 
lish had been assigned a room on the 
second floor, but when the watchman 
was making his rounds shortly after 5 | 
o'clock Christmas morning he saw the 
guest coming from the third floor and re- 
marked to him that he was up quite 
early, but Locke made no reply, and at 
once hastened to his room. When the 
watchman reached the third floor he saw 
a reflection coming from one of the 
rooms, Which convinced him that there 
was a fire in the room, and he at once 
gave an alarm that brought the night 
clerk and manager, George T. White, to 
the scene. With the aid of hand gren- 
ades the fire was extinguished with little 
damage. 

The room was an unoccupied one, and 
M& was apparent that a deliberate at- 
tempt had been made to fire the hotel. 
When the watchman related meeting the 
stranger coming down the stairs only a 
few minutes before he discovered the 
fire, suspicion was at once directed to 
him, and when Mr. White and a police- 
man hastened to the room assigned him, 
they found the room vacant, but the 
window open. The fellow had dropped 
to the roof of an ell 10 feet below, and 
then over 20 feet tothe ground. A previ- 
ous fire occurred in the hotel on the night 
of Oct. 9, and the man who registered as 
Locke was staying there that night. 


Stronger Backing Wanted. 

Boston, Dec. 27.—The petition for the 
mitigation of the penalty of death im- 
posed upon James O'Neil of Shelburne 
Falls, convicted of the murder of Mrs. 
McCloud Jan. 8, 1897, is in the hands of 
Governor Wolcott, but his excellency 
states that unless the petition has 
stronger backing the law will be allowed 
to take its course. 

The petition for setting aside the death 
penaltytcomes from his famlly and rela- 
tives, and the governor has the right to 
set it aside or to bring it before his coun- 
cil if he sees fit. Toa Post representa- 
tive Governor Wolcott said: “If any 
new evidence, any mitigating circum- 
gtances, any wrong committed by court 
er jury, that affected the case can be 
shown, then I may bring the matter be- 
fore the council; but no sufficient cause 
for my interference has been presented 
to me as yet.” 

O'Neil is sentenced to be hanged Jan. 
7, 1898. There have been only four 
cases in the last five years where the 
death penalty has been executed in this 
state, in contrast to the great number of 
murders committed. William Coy was 
hanged at Pittsfield on Jan. 27, 1893, for 
the murder of John Whalen. Wallace 
W. Holmes was hanged Feb. 3, 1893, for 
the murder of his wife, Nellie, at Chico- 
pee. Angus D. Gilbert was hanged in 
the Suffolk county jail April 10, 1895, for 
the murder of Alice M. Sterling; and D. 
M. Robertson expiated wife murder in 
New Bedford Dec. 14, 1894.

American Position on Filibustering 
Not Satisfactory. 


Carping Criticism of the Mes- 
sage of Explanation. 


Editors Advise Preparations For Upholding 
National Dignity. 


London, Dec. 27.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: ‘“Gen- 
eral Woodford’s note dwells at length 
upon the Spanish complaint against 
filibustering and other moral and ma- 
terlal assistance given in the United 
States to the insurgents, which the 
Washington government reasserts it has 
done all in its power to check, with the 
view also of satisfying the representa- 
tions made by Spanish diplomacy. The 
Madrid papers say the note isso friendly 
and so laudatory of the present home 
rule policy in Cuba and Porto Rico that 
there is a general impression in official 
circles that the relations between the 
two governments have a decidedly re- 
assuring aspect. 

“At the same time papers of ewery 
shade of opinion, including the min- 
isterial organs, censure very sharply the 
conduct of the United States govern- 
ment, and are unanimous in saying that 
all the compliments the United States 
pays the new Spanish colonial policy 
cannot make a proud nation tolerate 
the pretensions of a foreign government 
to have the right to crditicise and con- 
demn the conduct of Spanish generals 
and of the late Spanish government in 
dealing with the rebellion. They equally 
resent the American pretension to inter- 
fere in the Spanish West Indies which 
is so repeatedly claimed in the note and 
the presidential message, and more re- 
cently in Secretary Sherman's advo- 
cacy of relief for distresed Cubans. The 
press is most dissatisfied with the Wood- 
ford note on account of the arguments 
used to refute the Spanish complaints 
against filibustering. America s 
charged with infringing all the rules 
and usages of international law in order 
to suit the aims of its encroaching policy 
in the West Indies. 

“It is an open secret that the note has 
caused surprise and displeasure in offi- 
Clal circles, because the government had 
hoped that President McKinley and Sec 
retary Sherman would refrain from | 
creasing the embarrassments of the sit 
uation in Spain in constderation' of all 
the concessions already made to Cuba. 
The government will delay replying to 
the note for several weeks, as the United 
States took nearly two months to reply 
to the Spanish note. When it does re- 
ply Premier Sagasta will rebut the ar- 
guments of the note in a friendly but 
firm tone The government cannot 
longer risk the accusation of not beirg 
{n touch with national feeling, which is 
getting very weary of American inter- 
ference. The Spaniards think the note 
gives them an excellent opportunity to 
reply to criticism which naturally could 
not be challenged or noticed diplomat- 
ically when set forth only in the pres!- 
dential message.” 


Tug Under Srrutiny. 

Mobile, Ala., Dec. 27.—If the pilot boat 
Somers N. Smith of Pensacola gets out of 
this port with a fillbustering expedition 
she will have to run over the Seaward in 
the river and the Montgomery off the 
bar. The Smith was herein August last, 
was docked and black-leaded, and went 
to sea at night, bound, rumor afterward 
said, to Cuba with 80 men on board anda 
lot of arms and ammunition. No trace 
of this expedition was afterwards found, 
and William Bazzell, commodore of the 
Pensacola Pilots’ association, presum- 
ably the owner of the tug, denied that 
the Smith was in the filibustering bus!- 
ness. 

Two weeks ago the tug appeared in 
Pensacola, and came immediately under 
suspicion. The newspapers said the 
Montgomery was watching her; that the 
Smith needed docking, but that the 
Mobile docks were too busy to take her. 
Nevertheless she arrived here Thursday 
and immediately went on the Mobile 
ways to be repainted. The manager of 
the ways says the paint on her does not 
need renewing. She fs said to have been 
followed here by the Montgomery. 

United States Marshal Simmons went 
on board the tug and had the boat 
searched, but nothing suspictous was 
found. The Seward dropped down the 
river and came to anchor just opposite 
the exit of the marine ways and lies 
there with steam up. Persons from the 
lower bay report the Montgomery has 
been off the bar. 


Irascible Editors In Spain, 

Madrid, Dec. 27.—The Daily Imparcial 
urges that in view of the character of 
the reply of United States Minister 
WoodfordNjo the note of the Spanish 
government\n answer to the first com- 
munication of the American government 
through him, it is necessary to increase 
the Spanish fleet against the possibility 
of a conflict with the United States. 

The Herald says: “The encroach- 
ment of the United States upon the in- 
ternal politics of Spain has become tn- 
tolerable and must be resisted energeti- 
cally. The situation is difficult, but at 
whatever cost the government ought to 
put an end to a shameful state of affairs 
for the sake of the dignity of Spain.” 


Death of an Athlete, 

Albany, Dec. 27.—John Cosgrave, a 
well-known athlete, died in the city hos- 
pital after an operation for appendicitis. 
Cosgrave won the all-around athletic 
championship of America in 1895, and 
finished second to Clark of Boston in this 
year’s competition. His work was con- 
sidered of the highest order, and in all 
around work in the athletic field he had 
few superiors. His amateur standing 
was recently questioned, but the regts- 
tration committee of the union threw the 
charges out as being absolutely without 
foundation. 


Fell Into Fire. 

Franklin, Pa., Dec. 27.—Grant and 
Annie Nelson, whose parents live near 
here, were left alone in their home Sat- 
urday evening. The former fell into the 
grate fire and her clothing was ignited. 
She was burned to death. In trying to 
save the life of her sister, Annie was also 
badly burned, and it is believed that she 
cannot recover. 


EXPRESS TRAIN SPEED.

Providence Electric Got Away From Motorman 
on a Steep Grade. 

Providence, Dec, 27.—What came near 
being one of the worst street railway ac- 
cidents ever reported in this city oc- 
curred Sunday just noon. A 
Camp street car bound for the center of 
the city ran wild, and despite all the ef- 
forts of the motorman in charge it rushed 
down the heavy grade on Olney street 
hill with the speed of an express train, 
and shot across North Main street and 
into the corner of a frame building. 
The impact of the collision was so great 
that some of the heavy ironwork on the 
car was doubled up like a book, and the 
corner post of the building, which acted 
as a buffer for the runaway electric, 
was quite badly splintered. 

How the occupants of the car escaped 
with their lives seemed nothing short 
of a miracle. There were about 10 pas- 
sengers on the car at the time, besides 
the motorman and conductor. The tn- 
jured are Mrs. Sarah Malufsky, crushed 
and bruised in the abdomen and head 
cut; Conductor Irving F. Mott, shoulder 
dislocated and bruised about the upper 
part of the body; Charles H. Holmes, 
bruised about the right leg and back In- 
jured. 

As soon as the injured passengers were 
taken from the broken car Mrs. Malufsky 
was taken into a store near by and later 
removed to herhome. There were evi- 
dences of internal injuries, but no fatal 
result was anticipated. One of the most 
surprising things was the escape of the 
inotorman, Louis E. Morrow, who stuck 
to his post until some of the ironwork in 
front of the car had Imbedded itself in 
the corner of the building. He escaped

New Proposition to Manufacturers 
of Fall River, 


Operatives Sought In Vain to 
Lighten the Blow. 


Question of Competition as Viewed by the Ex- 
Secretary of Spinners, 


_—_—— 


Fali River, Mass., Dec. 28.—The latest 
Proposition of the operatives to the 
manufacturers has again left metters 
in this city in rather an unceratin con- 
dition, although by many the outcome 
anticipated 's an acceptance by the oper- 
atives, at least for the present, of the 
reduction. The proposition is under- 
stood to be a compromise between two 
factions in the committee, 
one favoring an immediate etrike and 
the other a postpontment until March. 
It differs from what manufacturers, 
when they fivst heard of it, expected, 
and is a request that the reduction be 
halved, that is five and one-half percent 
instead of 11 -19 percent, until March 
1, when another conference is suggested 
to consider the conditions prevailing at 
that time. 

The answer of the manufacturers, de- 
cided upon by the committee at a meet- 
ing Monday afternoon, is a rejection of 
the proposition, so that there is now 
nothing for the operatives to do but ac- 
cept or oppose the reduction. In view 
of this condition of affairs, it is now im- 
probable that the operatives’ conference 
committee will make any recommenda- 
tion to the textile unions, but will allow 
-hem to act for themselves. The con- 
ference committee will meet again to- 
night, and on Thursday night general 
meetings of the weavers, spinners and 
earders will be held for final action 
The other u>ions will meet for the same 
purpose before the close of the week. 

Both of the communications figuring in 
the latest phase of the situation were 
carefully kept from the public until the 
answer of the manufacturers wis re- 
ceived by Secretary O'Donnell Monday 
afternoon, when he allowed the news- 
paper men to copy both. They are as 
follows:

year ago Many of these pérsons 
claimed that the northern manufactur- 
had many advantages over the 
southern manufacturers in the line of 
more efficient help by being nearer the 
principal markets of sale and being able 
to obtain money more easily. 

Business then was not in a flourishing 
condition there. The Eagle and Phoenix 
mills in Columbus, Ga., which operate 
more than 1600 looms, were in the hands 
of a receiver, the president of one of the 
national,banks inColumbus. Iwas told 
by some of the business people that the 
cause of the miiis being in such a poor 
financial condition was that the man 
who had been treasurer of them was 
paying himself too large a salary, which 
gobbled up all the profits. In Atlanta, 
I found one mill entirely stopped. In 
Augusta, I was informed from reliable 
sources that the Sibley mills were loaded 
with goods to the amount of $500,000, 
for which there was no market, The 
operatives with whom I came in contact, 
who had worked both in northern and 
southern mills, contended that they re- 
ce ived as much money in proportion 
to the looms, spindles or machines they 
operated in the southern mills as they 
ever received in the northern mills. 
Practical information cannot be 
tained by getting from the payrolls of 
the mills the wages paid each operative 
Information most reliable and upon 
which sound and accurate conclusions 
can be based is the price per 100 hanks 
for spinning, the price per cut for weav- 
ing and the price per hank for fine and 
coarse speeders. The Wages paid to 
grinders or strippers in the carding de- 
partment a°*d loom fixers in the weav- 
ing depart'ient might be ascertai.ed 
with the ec rds and looms tended for the 
same and compared with the wages paid 
and the cards and looms tended in the 
northern miils. 

It is net honest nor fair for the mill 
men to say that cloth can be manufa* 
tured for lees cost in the southern mills, 
because goods made in the northern miila 
are of a fimer grade, and any practical 
man in the cotton manufacturing trade 
knows that it costs more to manufac- 
ture fine goods than it does to manu- 
facture coarse goods. As an illustra- 
tion, the King Philip mille pay nearly 
double the price for spinning 150s yarn 
as any other mill in the city for spinning 
366 yarn. 

The southern mills have their bad 
times as well as the mills in the north. 
I remember in the summer of 1896 that 
a convention of the southern manufac- 
turers was held and that they decided to 
run the mills on short time for three 
months in the hope of bringing about a 
better demand for goods. Mr. Mason, 
the treasurer of the Southern Manufac- 
turers association, said at that conven- 
tion that he was surprised to see new 
milis being built, because there was not 
demand enough for the goods of those 
lalready in operation, and that they 
would have to shut down ultimately 
unless they could get a footing in the 
foreign markets of the world. 

A report of this Convention was pub- 
lished in the Boston Advertiser, and a 
copy of the paper was sent to me by 
a Fall River treasurer. I noticed 
the five mill treasurers who took part In 
the late conference. I looked at the} 
stock market and found that the lowest 
price at which the stocks of the five milis 
of which they are treasurers were quoted 
during the year, averaging the five mills 
at $107, or $7 above the par value of 
$100, and out of 31 corporations, quoted

A SIX-ROUND DRAW, 


Tracey and Wolcott's Bout Before a 
Chicago Crowd, 


Boston’s Colored Boxer Landed 
Heavily at Times. 


His Backer Is Willing to Support Him Against 
Mr. McCoy. 


Dec. 28.—Joe Walcott and 
Tom Tracey met last night for six 
rounds The decision of the referee 
was a draw, the decision being accepted 
as eminently a fair one by the crowd. 
Before the fight it was announced that 
if Walcott won he was open to fight for 
the middle-weight championship of the 
world, ‘and,’ sald Van Eag, who made 
the announcement, “he has posted $1000 
with Louis Housman of Chicago as a 
forfeit and he prefers ‘Kid’ McCoy.”

The first and second rounds were with- 
out incident. In the third both fought 
hard with the free-arm. When the gong 
sounded neither” would let go, Referee 
Silers having a hard time to part them. 

Round 4—Tracey sent his right to the 
body and got a left on the jaw, Walcott 
countering very neatly. Tracey sent 
his right to the body again, and put his 
left hard in the face. A clinch followed 
with both men punching viciously with 
the free arm. 

Round 6 -Traceyswung at Walcott 
with his left. He slipped and went 
to the floor, Walcott catching him with 
a left hook on the head as he went down. 
Tracey was up ina few seconds. Wal- 
cott landed a right on the body, following 
it up with a left, and a clinoh followed. 
Tracey sent his right to the body, anda 
second latar repeated the dose in vigor- 
ous fashion. Walcott rushed, getting 
a left and right on the body, and both 
men slugged in lively fashion, Tracey 
putting in a right and left on the body 
in the mix-up. Walcott landed his right 
hard on the body as the gong sounded. 
At the close of this round, Tracey was 
bleeding slightly on the left cheek. 

Round 6—The men went right at it as 
the gong sounded. Both [éd for the 
body with the left; both weré blocked 
and-.a clinch follo@ed. Tracey was 
somewhat i clined to keep away in this 
round. He got hig right to the body, 
and Walcott got in a stiff left to the 
breast, rushing Tracey to the ropes. 
Walcott then landed a right on the body. 
Tracey got a light left to the face and 
sent hisright hardtothe body. Walcott 
put his left on the mouth, and Tracey 
got a right hook on the jaw, neither do- 
ing much de‘nage. The men were spar- 
ring in the center of the ring when the 
gong soundcd.

MURDER IN HAVERHILL. 


—_—__-— 


Quarrel of Brothers-In-Law Results | 


In a Tragedy, 


Slit In the Breast From Which 
Life Blood Flowed. 


“Look After Doolan; | Have Killed Him,” Said 
the Stabber. 


Haverhill, Mass., Dec. 28.—William 
Doolan, who was among the first of the 
immigrants from Ireland to settle in this 
city, had lived with his wife in a little 
cottage on Burke street for a score of 
years or more, and William Daly, who 
is Mrs. Doolan’s favorite brother, has 
Mved with them. Daly is better known 
through the city as “Billy” Patterson, 
and, though of a rather quick temper 
and known to be of somewhat unsound 
mind has been regarded as an amusing 
and harmless old fellow whom every- 
body liked to “jolly.”” Today Doolan is 
a corpse, and the brother-in-law is 
locked up to answer to a charge of mur 
der, news of which spread like wild-fire 
over the city half an hour after its oc 
currence. 

In all the time the men had lived in 
the house together a serious quarrel had 
never occurred, although both drank at 
times. They were over 70 years of age, 
and known all over the city. While the 
prisoner has at times been decidedly 
out of his head, there has never been any 
sign of dangerousinsanity. Doolan was 
a man of good repute among his people.

Both men returned 
an early hour Monday morning, 
while not intoxicated, were nevertheless 
somewhat under the influence of liquor. 
Mrs. Doolan rose early and prepared 
breakfast for them, but all the mo 
ing they appeared irritable and f 
quently quarrelled over small matters, 
but did not come to blows. At noon 
they went out together and it is thought 
obtained reore liquor, for when they re- 
turned their tempers were even 1 
excited than in the morning. Ths 
tercations of the morning were renew 
with greater flerceness, and th 
waxed warm that Mrs. Doolan be- 
came ned and begged the men to 
stop. For a while they did calm down 
and Mrs. Doolan thought that the mat- 
ter had ended. . 

Toward eve he quarrel 
broke out afresh, and soon the two 
elinched, scratching and choking each 
other with such flierceness that Mrs 
Doolan started out of the house for hel 
As she did so her husband sta 
past her into his room, dropping 
downward on the bed. There she 
fiim and rushed off to the 
When she returned with 
friends, Doolan was found on the 
quite dead, while a rapid investig 
fiisclosed a narrow slit in his breast di- 
rectly over the heart, whi 
wound the blood had 
stopped flowing 

Daly was missing when 
returned to the house, but 
same time he turned up at Denni 
gAn's nearby. Rushing up to H 
ih a most excited ma 
“You had better go ov 
Doolan. I have killed him.” 

Horrigan, however, replie 
Bill, you have not done that.”

As both men wor ed in the 
sjaughter house in this city, it is thoueht 
that one of the knives used there wi 
found near the Doolan house we 
with the blood of the murdered m;: 
Daly, upon being questioned by the p 
lice officials, denied committing the 
deed, and incisted that Doolan met his 
death by falling downstairs. He shows a 
marks of Doolan’'s fingernails on 
wrists and throat, and said that he h: 
warned his brother-in-law to let go, or 
suffer the consequences. That the con- 
sequences were the drawing of a butcher 
knife and the plunging of it into Doolan’s 
heart, Daly ‘vould not adn it, but the po- 
lice are firmiy convinced that such was 
Actually the fact. 

It is said that Daly for some years has 
been of somewhat unsound mind, but 
has not been considered dangerous, al- 
though many deny that his mind was 
ever affected. Doolan was 70 years old, 
and Daly !s abcut the same age. The 
murdered man leaves a widow and two 
daughters. Daly was arraigned today 
and held for examination on a charge of 
murder. 

Late last night, after the closest kind 
of guestioning by the police, Daly ad- 
mitted that he killed Doolan with a 
butcher knif. He said that the knife,

Elijah Morse’s Characterization of 
the Labor Leaders, 


Says That “They Toil Not; 
Neither Do They Spin.” 


Duty of the Legislature to Call a Halt, as Well 
as to Repeal. 


Boston, Dec. 29. — Ex-Congressman 
Plijah Morse of Canton has a letter in 
The Journel today upon labor legisla- 
tion in the light of its bearing on the 
cutdown in wages of textile operatives. 
He says: “I think it is high time for 
the legislature of Massachusetts to call 
a halt on what is known as labor legis- 
lation. These labor agitators, for the 
most part, are a set of demagogues, and 
the only work they do is that which 
they do with their mouths. ‘They toil 
not, neither do they spin.’ They have 
hampered the manufacturers of this 
state by onerous and vexatious legisla- 
tion—by unreasonable restriction of 
hours of labor of women and minors in 
Our factories and by a burdensome em- 
players’ liability act which makes every 
manufacturer and employer of labor an 
‘insurance society’ for every person that 
is in their employ, not only from acts of 


their. own carelessness, but from the 
carelessness of their employes. 
“The laws limiting the hours that 


women may spend in our factories work 
a great hardship, not only on the manu- 
facturers, but upon the working people 
themselves. We have for years had 
women employed in our establishment 
who would be glad to work more hours 
than the law allows, but the Massachu- 
setts law steps in and forbids them from 
doing so, We are obliged to discharge 
them from the factory when the limit of 
hours is reached. 

“I go farther and say that it is not 
only the duty of the legislature to calla 
halt on this legislation, but it is the duty 
of the legislature to repeal some of the 
existing labor laws in this state, at least 
until other states shall have passed 
similar restrictions. The laboring peo- 
ple themselves are the greatest sufferers 
by the obnoxious laws that are driving 
the manufacturer out of Massachusetts 
and out of New England. ‘They are 
killing the goose that lays the golden 
egg.’ We have in Massachusetts a 
rocky, sterile soll. We have an inhospi- 
table climate. We can only earn our 
bread by our manufactories, and a blow 
at them 1s a blow at the life of the state. 

“The action of the cotton manufac- 
turers-in reducing the pay of their em- 
ployes is founded not onatheory, but on 
a condition which is likely to extend to 
other industries. Laws regulating hours 
of labor and laws regulating the liabllity 
of employers should be made national 
laws by constitutional amendment, so 
as to bear on all the statesalike. The 
constant nagging and harrassing of 
manufacturers by onerous and vexatious 
legislation is a two-edged sword; it not 
only drives manufacturers out of the 
state who are already located here, but 
it prevents new businesses from build- 
ing and locating here.” 


At Fall River. 

Fall River, Mass., Dec. 29.—Secretary 
Tansy of the Carders’ union is the first 
of the trades union officials to call a 
meeting for the purpose of considering 
the cutdown. Immediate action by the 
other secretaries is looked for, as the 
order goes into effect next Monday. 

The operatives’ conference committee 
was in session two hours last night, af- 
ter executive committee meetings of the 
various unions had been held. Secre- 
tary O'Donnell gave out the following 
resolution, which had been unanimously 
adopted by the committee: 

“We, the representatives of the textile 
workers, unanimously agree to present 
to the several textile unions the following 
resolution for their approval: ‘Having 
done all in our power to prevent a re- 
duction in wages, but knowing full well 
that a reduction is not a remedy for an 
over-stocked market, be It 

‘Resolved that we accept the reduction, 
as it would ot be good business policy 
on our part to enter into a strike at the 
present time; but we inform our em- 
ployers that as soon as we think there is 
a margin of profit sufficient for the res- 
toration of the present wage schedule, 
we shall demand it. even if. we have to

The spinners, slasher- 
tenders and loom fixers especially talk 
strike, and theré is a possibility that it 
may be so voted, 

The matter of sliding scale, which has 
been talked of in this city for some years, 
is brought up anew by the present dis- 
cussion, and there is a feeling in some 
quarters, among manufacturers as well 
as operatives, that the present would be 
a good tine for its administration, 
especially as the operatives now havea 
committee,which is qualified to repre- 
sent them in conference with the man- 
ufacturers. The outcome of the talk is 
all a matter of conjecture. 


Sachs Acquitted. 
Middletown, Conn., Dec. 29.—Herman 
Sachs, charged with murder in the first 
degree in the alleged shooting of Bert- 
rand T, Hotchkiss in Killingworth Aug. 


27, has been acquitted, The jurors were 
oug exactly three hours, 


When the verdict of not guilty was 
announced, Attorney Calef opened the 
prisoner's stand, which permitted Sachs 
to walk out a free man. His sister at 
once embraced him, and the liberated 
man for the first time since his arrest 
showed symptoms of nervousness, 

Four ballots were taken by the jury 
before it reached a verdict. The first 
ballot stood seven for acquittal and 
five for conviction; on the second bal- 
lot eight favored acquittal, with four 
for conviction, and the third ballot 
showed another gain for acquittal, it 
standing nine to three. There was not 
much delay after the third ballot before 
a verdict was reached. 

After the opening of court Tuesday 
morning, Attorney Chase of New Haven 
senior counsel for the prisoner, began 
the closing argument for the defense, 
During his remarks he most scathingly 
denounced Mrs, Hotchkiss, the wife of 
the murdered man, who was in the court- 
room with her mother, asserting that she 
Was a perjurer and claiming that she 
knew the murder was to be committed. 
He said the shot that killed Hotchkiss 
was fired from the bedroom door and not 
through the window, as claimed by the 
State. ‘Who committed this murder?” 
continued the lawyer. “Who got angry 
When asked about it? It was Mrs. 
Hotchkiss, and ghe finally placed the 
blame on Sachs because suspicion fell 
on him,” 


Boynton’s Railroad. 

Boston, Dec. 29.—The committee on 
railroads reported favorably to the 
board of aldermen yesterday afternoon 
on the petition of the Boston, Quincy 
and Fall River Bicycle Railway com- 
pany for leave to construct, maintain 
and operate an elevated railway in cer- 
tain streets of the city of Boston. Ac- 
companying the report was an order 
granting the right and locations asked 
for. 

The report was read, accepted and the 
order given its first reading. Consider-

London, Dec. 29.—The Athens corre 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle says: 
“As the Greek gunboats were leaving the 
gulf of Ambracia they were fired on a 
second time by all the Prevesa forts, The 
garrison, which was out lining the quay, 
also fired repeated volleys, though no 
damage was done. This action, after 
Turkey had apologized, is supposed to be 
intended to create a precedent for clos- 
ing the gulf. 
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FAIR WINDS SANK. 


Vessel Driven Off Shore and Became Unman- 
ageable In a Gale. 

Halifax, N. 3. Dec. 29.—Schooner 
Hattie May arrived here Tuesday from 
New York with the crew of the Ply- 
mouth, Mass., schooner, Fair Winds, 
which went to the bottom on Georges 
banks, The Fair Winds encountered 
@ violent squall at 10 o’clock on the 
night of the 23rd, off Chatham, Mass. 
She was driven off shore and buffeted 
tbout by a fierce gale, which carried 
away the lanyards. Mountaimous seas 
swept the decks, and the schooner be- 
came so badly iced that it was almost 
impossible to move about the deck. She 
began to leak, and for some little time 
the sailors were helpless. They suffered 
from frost-bites and exposure, and the 
ship became unmanageable. 

When off the Georges banks the cap- 
tain saw that the schooner 
float much longer and set signals for 
assistance early Christmas morning. 
In the afternoon the tern schooner 
Hattie May, bound from New York to 
this port, was sighted. She answered 
the signals of distress. After great dif- 
ficulty the captain and crew of the un- 
fortunate schooner were taken on board 
the Hattie May, and Fair Winds 
Was abandoned. She went down soon 
afterwards. 

The Fair Winds was owned by A. N. 
Reed of Northampton, Mas&., and was 
commanded by Charles E. Bowen of

Six Were Killed.

Of the nine who were carried 
down by the falling yard, or were struck 
when it descended, three were instantly 
killed and others who took chances of 
escaping by jumping into the sea were 
drowned.

While great pains 
are taken by this office to have the record cor- 
rect, experience shows that it is necessary that 
parents themselves should lend their assistance. 
In fact, the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect to 
give such notice for the space of forty days. 
It often haperte that only children or servants 
are at home when the canyasser makes his call, 
j and the answers to his questions are open to 
j doubt.

EVERHARDT WRESTLED 


That Is How He Saved Himself From 
Daly’s Slugging, 


Julian’s Bombastic Statement 
About Bob Fitz. 


*There’s Such Divinity Doth Hedge a King” 
of Pugilists. 


New Orleans, Dec. 29.—Jack Daly and 
Jack Everhardt met before the Tulane 
Avenue Athletic club last night with 
about a. thousand persons present fora 
percentage of the receipts. The match 
was originally for 20 rounds, but the 
mayor would not issue a permit for over 
10 rounds, and charged $500 for this. 
Everhardt said he had trained for 20 
rounds and refused to go on until he 
secured an agreement that if both men 
were on their feet at the end of 10 rounds 
the fight would be declared a draw. 

Everhardt tried to make it a rough- 
and-rushing fight from the start, but 
Daly was clever enough to keep away 
from punishment. Daly's left was 
weak so that there was not much harm 
done until the seventh, when he learned 
to use his right and kept it going on 
the body. In the tenth round Daly's 
right did a rushing business on Ever- 
hardt’s body, and there was danger of 
a knockout. Then Everhardt clinched 
and wrestled, and saved himself until 
time was called. Referee Duffy de- 
clared it a draw. 

Martin Julian's Bombast. 

Chicago, Dec. 29.—Tuesday Martin 
Julian, on behalf of Robert Fitzsimmons, 
issued a signed statement which says: 
“Fitzsimmons will defend his right to 
the title of champion. Mrs. Fitzsim- 
mons has released him from his promise 
of retirement.” 

The conditions on which Fitzsimmons 
will fight Corbett and McCoy Julian ex- 
plains as follows: “Let Corbett beat 
a man like Maher or Choynski and es- 
tablish his right as a member of Bob's 
class; let McCoy beat his way up to a 
commanding position and come aloi.g 
with his challenge afterward; but first 
McCoy must fight a fit oppgnent at the 
middle-weight limit and not at catch- 
weights.”’ 

The statement concludes with these 
words: “Tl am not going to allow Mr. 
Fitzsimmons to accept offers from in- 
ferior men. When the proper time 
comes Bob will meet them all one after 
the other in the same ring if needs be.” 


To Race In Florida. 

New York, Dec. 29.—The money is up 
binding a bicycle race between Jay 
Paton, the “indoor king,” and August 
Lehr, the German, and in February the 
race, mile heats, unpaced, will be de 
cided at Belleair, Fla. The bet is $1001 
a side at present, but both men are con- 
fident that the sum may be greatly in- 
creased before the race is started. 

This match is the most important of 
those made at Madison Square garden, 
where challenges have been flying thick 
and fast this week. Lehr issued an 
open challenge upon his arrival in Amer- 
ica, and Eddie Bald and Earl Kiser both 
snapped up the offer so quickly that 
Eaton then seemed shut out. The meet- 
ing.of Eaton and Lehr will be one of the 
features of the big meet at Belleair, 


L. A. W. Presidency. 

Boston, Dec. 29.—Sterling Ellott, chief 
consul of Massachusetts division, L. A. 
W., when seen in relation to the alleged 
withdrawal of George D. Gideon as a 
candidate for the presidency of the or- 
ganization, said: “George D. Gideon 
can be elected president of the L. A. W. 
more easily than could any other mem- 
ber of that organization. Mr. Gideon 
would be perfectly willing to accept the 
nomination if it Can be done without the 
sacrifice of harmony in his own state. 
There are enough votes favorable to him 
at this moment to give him a handsome 
majority, and Penmsylvania, above any 
other state, deserves to have the office 
in °98."" 


McCoy Anxious to Find Out. 

New York, Dec. 29.—McCoy announced 
last night that he had arranged to meet 
Al Smith at the Gilsey House today and 
post $1000 as a guarantee that he would 
meet any man named by Fitzsimmons. 
It is to meet Julian's proposition that 
McCoy arranged the conference. He was 
anxious to find out, he said, whom Fitz- 
simmons wanted him to fight. 


Japs Not Idle, 

London, Dec. 29,—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says: It is reported 
that a Japanese fleet of over 20 warships 
is waiting near Coto {sland, outside 
Dagasaki, fully equipped for war and 
only waiting instructions, This includes 
the Fuji and Yashima, two of the finest 
vessels in the Japanese navy, and the 
Chen Yuen that was captured from 
China. The Japanese fleet, it is under- 
stood, is acting in close touch with the 
British squadron under Vice Admiral 
Buller, commander-in-chief on the 
China station. 

Japan will certainly oppose a perman- 
ent Russian occupation of Port Arthur. 
The sudden dissolution of the Japanese 
diet was owing to the war spirit. It is 
expected that the Japanese fleet will at- 
tempt to prevent the landing of re-en- 
forcements from Odessa for the protec- 
tion of the Russian trans-Asiatic railway 
in Manchuria. 


Child Died of Alcoholism. 

Buffalo, Dec. 29.—The case of a child 
only 15 months old dying of alcohol- 
ism has been reported to the department 
of health Another child is critically 
ill from the same cause. The parents 
of the children are Poles. It developed 
at the coroner’s investigation that on 
Christmas day, the children had been 
fed with large quantities of ‘‘smeercase” 
and clove wine. The doctor in atten- 
dance stated that the dead child ex- 
hibited all the symptoms attending a 
case of delirium tremens. 


Two Beys Run Down. 

Harrisburg, Pa. Dec. 29.—Peter 
Pluter, aged five, was killed on the rail- 
road at Steelton yesterday, and his play- 
mate, Henry Taupemarki, aged nine, 
was fatally injured. They were playing 
of the Pennsylvania railroad track while 
a freight train was passing and did 
not bear the approach of another train.

The Weapon With Which He Said He Kitled 
His Brother-In-Law. 
Haverhill, Mass., Dec. 29.—'‘Feor the life 
of me I don’t recollect of having taken 
that knife out of the house. I would 
tell you if I knew where it was, as it 
won't do me any good now to conceal] 
anything. It must be around the house 

somewhere.” 

These were the words which Wiliam 
Daley used at the police station Tuesday 
when he was again questioned relative 
to the disappearance of the weapon with

ear. The scuffle attracted Mrs. Doolan’s 
attention. After the breaking of the 
picture Daley says he went upstairs to 
his yoom while Doolan went back to the 
dinner tabl When Je reached his room 
Daley's story that he took out his 
butcher's knife from his trunk and went 
down stairs 4 that the two men 
met in the r where the trouble 
Started originally and the murder en- 


sued; that he then left the house. 

In court the accused plead guilty and 
was held for the grand jury His plea 
will not affect his future trial, as it is 
probable a different plea will be 
substituted in the upper court 

Last evening the knife was found in 
Daley’s trunk. The blade is one anda | 
quarter inches wide and fully eight 
inches long, sharpened to a point.

This 
move has been foreshadowed for some 
days. If Fall River was alone in the 
cutdown it is not likely that there would 
tbe a reduction in this state, but with the

Nothing definite could be learned re- 
garding the probable action of Rhode 
Island owners of Comnectuct mills, but 
it is to be presumed that the policy of 
the Rhade Island mills will be adopted 
by the Connectic ut mill Is. 


Post poning the Inevitable. 

Haverhill, Mass., Dec. 31.—Charles E. 
Wiggin, formerly president of the Haver- 
hill Savings bank, but now a resident of 
Augusta, Ga., is here. Mr. Wiggin has 
given much time and attention to the 
study of economic conditions in the 
south for the past few years, and es- 
pecially to that branch of industry rep- 
resented by the cotton manufacturing 
interests. “New England must make 
up her mind,” said Mr. Wiggin, “that 
the zenith of her manufacturing glory 
has passed, and that, for the future, her 
manufacturing cities must rely upon 
creating new industries upon which to 
rely for the future for their support. 
This section of the country cannot, I 
repeat, compete with the south in man- 
ufacturing the cheaper grades of goods, 
and the sooner New England manufac- 
turers realize that they cannot, and that 
all attempts at economizing and cut- 
ting down wages and lessening the num- 
ber of their help, or even going back to 
longer hours of labor, is only postponing 
the inevitable the better for them and 
their help.” Mr. Wiggin thinks the 
“poor white laborers of the south are 
largely to blame for the successful com- 
petition of southern mills.”

Law on Prison Sahar: 

Dec. 31—On New Year's day 
the Charlestown state prison will beina 
changed place, so to speak, for the new 
Jaw, restricting the number of em- 
ployes in penal institutions as to in- 
dustrial labor, goes into effect. Warden 
Bridges is at his wits’ ends trying to de- 
vise means for keeping the entire 850 
inmates doing something lest “Satan find 
some mischief still for idle hands to do.” 
Several hundred of the inmates, just how 
many the warden himself is not yet cer- 
tain, must drop their tools in the vari- 
ous industrial departments of the prison. 
One hundred of the 300 employed in the 
shoe shop must cease their labors: 50 
more must cease makihg harnesses, and 
the brushmaking department will be 
Imited to 35 men. Various other de- 
partments will drop the quota of em- 
ployes as ordered by Superintendent of 
Prisons Pettigrove.
